New York, February 22.—When a 
legislature contemplates the abolition 
of a business which enjoys an oe:

It is not easy as a rule to treat 
seriously of the boxing business be- 
caus? many of the men financially in- 
terested in it are such «musing chae- 
acters that they forfeited long ago 
whatcver right they may Lave wpus- 
sessel In this respect. 

Some of the most prominett figures 
in the fight business are entertain- 
ing talkers, speaking a_ picturesque 
slang, and given to discussion of huge 
syndicates which are  oiiering vast 
fortunes for fights to be held under 
their haphazard auspices, Also, with 
but metelvy as a 
of fact. it may 


lows are or have been triflers against 
the law. Ordinarily, the business pre- 
tensions of a sport with such a per 
sonnel are more likely to be laughed at 
than respected. But whe» the ahbolli- 
tion of the whole thing in New York 
is seriously cousidered, the matter be- 
comes important if not very grave. 

Now tie complaints against prize- 
fighting in New York are mainly 
these: 

1.—Poor decisions. 
thievery by the persun- 
nel. 

o.—Ticket scalping. 

Of late the decisions have heen tm- 
proved hut it was dissatisfaction with 
the decision in the Dundee-Bernstein 
fight this winter, won by Dundes 
which caused the first uproar. 

The principal complaint of petty 
thievery concerns matchmakers who 
do not give boxers positions on their 
fight cards unless the boxers ‘“‘come 
through,” and who also drop in fight- 
ers under their managament on cards 
which they make up. Whetter this ‘s 
true or not it is not possible to say, 
but managers of boxers cormnlain that 
it is so. One man was regarded as 
the matchmaker at Madison Square 
Garden and his own fighte’s were fre- 
quent performers in the Garden ring. 
He was called to account and then it 
was <diseoverec that he wasn’t the 


“official” matchmaker at all. He 
suid so himself. 

Now there has been scandalous 
scalping of tickets. A year ago the 
question was raised and the nearest 
that anyone came to a solution of the 
mystery was that someone in ,the em- 
‘play of the Garden had established a 
side-dgor connection with scalpers, by 
which preferred tickets were passed 
out to the tomahawkers before the 
public hed a chance to bid for them 
at the windows. The same Mike Ja- 
cobs, a Broadway ticket agent, who 
had been mentioned in the. legisla- 
tive hearing at Albany, had tickets 
for one of the big fights here some 
time ago which he held at just about 
twice their face value. 

Tex ixwkuard says that he handed 
Jacobs a certain amount of tickets 
to the Dempsey-Firpo fight with the 
idea of accommodating the public, 
and with no idea of profiteering. He 
ndids chat far from profiteering, the 
tickets given to Jacobs to sell, were 
offered to the publie in the last hours 
before the fight at one-half or one- 
third trhesr real price. This may be 
true, Rickard being one of the ve- 
racious men in the game. But the 
fact remains that the same agency 
doubled the price of tickets for one cf 
the previous big fights and seemed 
to have plenty of them and prospects 
of getiing more where those came 
from. 

Then there are the champions who 
won't figiit in the wintertime because 
a mere $50,000, the limit of their 
earning capacity in indoor bouts, is 
not enough to tempt them into the 
ring. These are boxers who would 
have been overjoyed to fight for $500 
a few vears ago. They will box in- 
doors, all right, but it must be to no 
decision, or against men a few pounds 
above the weight limits of their re- 
spective championships, so that their 
titles shall not be risked for such 
small stakes. 

This has caused a great deal of dis- 
satisfaction and some contempt. for 
the hoxing business. 

Rickyrd and John Ringling, one of 
the big showmen of the world who 
has alwavs been in the business as a 
business end not as a sport, conduct 
Madison Square Garden. In the fight 
business at large with its huge aggre- 
gate tuvnover every year, there are 
not more than half a dozen other men 
with such business training or busi- 


ness eapreity.

to our nine. Great Britain took four, 
Italy two. The Scandinavian coun- 
tries, Sweden and Norway, were ex- 
pected to do better than they did, 
but they were only able to take one 
each, the same as the French, the (a- 
nadians and the South Africans. Just 
what would have happened had Fin- 
land enjoyed the numbers to pick from 
that we had is a moot question, but 
at any rate no one begrudged the 
plucky Finns their wonderful record. 

In the last four years all the for- 
eign countries have waked up to the 
imvortance of these games, and the 
improvement in the quality of their 
athl«tes has been notable. As an in- 
stance of this, Nurmi is accredited 
with a new world record for the mile, 
and this is «uly .a straw showing the 
direction in which the wind is blow- 
ing. 

But there are other things besides 
the financing of the Olympics and the 
providing of high-class contestants 
which—if there is merit in the claim 


J that the Olympics cement friendly 


relutions between the nations—should 
have the most careful consideration. 
These things are the conduct of our 
contestants and representatives and 
the abselute confidence in the integ- 
rity and expericnce of the judges of 
the events. 
Judges Are Instructed. 

The original old Olympic games 
were. jweceded by an armistice bring- 
ing about friendly relations between 
the sections of the country. The 
judges were prepared by a course of 
long training to adjudicate situations 
satisfactorily and conclusively, and 
the only appeal from the judges’ «e- 
‘ision was the Eleean senate. As a 
matter of fact, judges went to a 
training school, and it is said spent 
as long in the training school as the 
athletes did in’ their preparation for 
the games. 

With the Baron Coubertin reviva? 
of the Olympics, all the judges were 
picked from the ecountry where the 
gaines were to be held. When that 
country’s prominence in the games 
was small it tended to work less to 
ward dissension, although undoubted- 
ly the judges were not entirely edu- 
cated in their jobs. But when the 
games were held in the country of a 
prominent contender, it resulted in 
many protested decisions, and much 
bickering—and later, long-extended 
contentions as to the fairness of the 
decisions...

“The first seven years of a child’s 
life,” said Dr. Blanche G. Loveridge, 


Parent-Teacher association on Tues- 
day, February i9, “hold-a remarkable 
opportunity for the modeling and safe- 
guarding of him for the rest of his 
life, and the vocation of mother, to 
which is entrusted this great charge, 
requires the ereatest skill, power and 
force. 

“There are two conditions that we 
must recognize in approaching this 
trust,” she continued, “first that our 
experience is not indévidual but gen- 
eral, and second, that we are called 
upon to bring up our children in a 
more complex environment than we 
lived through in our yvuth. Our 
tools are our love and our experi- 
ence, and teo often we have miscon- 
strued the offices of this equipment 
and Jet our love grow iu_o inordinate 
affection, and Cisregarded our experi- 
ence by not teaching obedience to our 
children. And when we do insist 
upon obedience, how do we demand 
it? Too often we ask it by use of the 
expedient, ‘I am your mother,’ other 
‘times we say, ‘I: will pay in the long 
lrun,’ both reasons showing the lack 
of the responsibility the rarent seems 
to feel towards the child, and there- 
fore the lack of any confidential un- 
derstanding that ought to maintain 
between parent and chbild.’

Along .oward the end of the four- 
teenth century, however, Europe be- 
came so .ccupied with more of its 
bloody Wars that it could 
not bother with ‘he Green- 
land colonies.

Becoming dis- 
heartened over conditions of life that 
grew harder and harder after their 
‘communications with the home land 
were cut off, they may have-decided 
da migrate to the ‘‘paradisé” “of which 
they had heard from Eskim>s coming 
“down to their settlements ‘rom the 
north . 
~ In those days quite possibly there 
were Eskimos who knew just where it 
‘was located and were able to lead the 
Norsemen Straight to it. 

If they succeeded in reaching the 
“naradise’’ and found it halt as de- 
lightful as the Eskimos think, perhaps 
‘they had no desire to return to the 
‘world they had left, or peraaps they 
found their.return for some reason 
jampossible. 

fhe theory that these 10,000 
Norsemen found a new and telightful 
home somewhere amid the Arctic’s 
desolate wastes and that their descend- 
are living there to this day ts full of 
fascinating possibilities. 

in the five centuries they have been 
living in complete isolation from the 
rest of mankind they may have de- 
veloped a civilization more wonderful 
“than the world has ever seen. Per- 
chaps they possess scientific inventions 
that will make. the big Shenandoah 
when it comes flying over them seem 
Tike a very trivial thing. 

Starting with a population of 
10,000 souls 500 years ag», the lost 


lation of many times that size, even if 
its people have not intermarried with 
the Eskimos. But there is consider- 
alle evidence to show that such inter- 
marriage began some time betore the 
Norsemen suddenly vanished from 


| their Greenland homes. 


According to*several of the old 


' Norse sagas the colonists were con- 


quered by a warlike Eskimo trike. 
Others have it that they formed a 
friendly alliance with invaders from 
the north. At any rate, whatever the 
reason, intermarriage is said to have 
begun, and later it is thought that the 
Norsemen renounced their belief in 
Christianity, which they had brought 
with them from Nofway and tor which 
they had built nearly a score of 
churches and cathedrals. 


FYE intermarriage of the Norsemen 
with the tribe that led them to 
the “polar paradise” would explain 
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‘he numerous olond Eskimos that 
have been reported by Ste‘aqsson and 
other explorers. T'2 Vikings, as 
everybody knows, were one of the 
blondest of races, while the Eskimos 
are naturally dark of eyes, Cc ~plexion 
and hair. : 

On Victoria Island, in the Arctic 
Archipe'ago about midway between 
Baffin Land-and Alaska, Stefansson 
found several tribes of. Eskimos that 
showed a1. astonishing resemblance to 
white men. Yet these ‘people could 
not in recent, tines have had any con- 
‘act wih whites that would have 
changed their physical type. 

“Of something less than a thousand 
persons ten or more have blue eyes,” 
says Stefansson. ‘“‘No full-blooded 
Eskimo has a right to have nlue eyes, 
a far as we know. His eyes should 
bh. as brown and his hair as black as 
those of the typical Chinam1n. 

“Some of the men eradicate their 
beards by pulling out the hairs by the 
roots But of those who have beards 
a good many have light brown ones. 
No one has seen light hair of the Scan- 
dinavian type, but some nave dark. 
brown and rusty red hair, the redness 
being usually more pronounced on the 
forehead than on the back of the 


_ head. 


“Perhaps half the population have 
eyebrows ranging from a dark brown 
to a light brown or nearly white. A 
few have curly hair. 

“It is, however, not only the blond- 
ness of the Victoria Islanders that sug- 
gests the European, but also the form 
of their heads, as shown by measure- 
ments.” 

The lost Norse nation is of unusual 
interest to Americans because it was 
other members of this same adven- 
turesome race who pressed on from 
Greenland and discovered America. 


There is the strongest kind of sup- 
port for the belief that Leif Ericsson 
set foot on this continent nearly 500 
years before Columbus did. He sailed 
from Greenland in the year 1001 of 
1002.. After skirting the coasts of 
what are now Labrador, Newfound- 
land and Nova Scotia, Ericsson landed 
on Cape Cod, where he ani his men 
built log huts and spent the winter. 
They called the new land Vinland be- 
cause of the great quantities of wild 
grapes which they found and which 
they doubtless made into wine to 
quench their famous thirsts. 

In Massachusetts is still to be seen 
a rock on which is carved +n curious 
characters an inscription’ believed to 
have been put there either by Leif 
Ericsson or one of several other bold 
Norse sailors who found their way to 
America soon after he did. ,

A its settlement begun by Eric the 
Red, the son of a Norwegian chieftain 
who settled in Iceland when Eric was 
still a child. When a young man Eric 
‘vas convicted of manslaughter and 
banished from Iceland for three years. 
He decided to make good use of his 
exile by trying to find the great island 
to the westward, of which various sail- 
ors had caught vague glimpses. 

He succeeded in reaching Green- 
land and spent a long time exploring 
the coast and looking for suitable 
places for settlement. In spite of its 
bleakness, he liked the new land so 
well that when the law permitted him 
to return home ue induced many other 
Icelanders to go back there with him 
and settle. 

His expedition is said to have num- 
hered twenty-five ships. Only four- 
teen of these, however, reached their 

estination. The rest were either 
eriven back or .ost. 

Eric settled on the east coast. Other 


settlements soon were established on 
either side of him, and more venture- 
some pioneers went aroun [0 the 
west coast and founded colonies there. 

The Norsemen laid out farms and 
built houses and barns and cattle pens 
of sod or stone with floors of hard- 
packed clay. 

Besides their farming the Norsemen 
in Greenland iived chiefly by stock 
raising, fishing and catching seals. In 
that forbidding climate it wis a hard 


lite, but the sturdy colonists seemed 
to like it. Their numbers steadily ine 
creased until the middle of the thir- 
teenth century. 

Erom that time on the fortune. ot 
the Greenlane pioneers began tc g0 
fjown. The trading ships ‘rom Nor- 
wa\ ot which their prosperity depend- 
ed began to arrive less and less tre- 
quently and soon ceased to come at 
ali. Years lat> they suddenty dropped 
out of the world’s sight.

The Famous Emeralds of Egypt 


Jewelry in the early days of its 
use was worn for a symbolic reason 
as well as for its beauty and orna- 


mentation, Old Egyptian jewelry is 


particularly interesting because the 
different articles were supposed to 
have magic powers or were able to 
ward off evil. 

The scarab ring shown in the il- 
lustration was the emblem of the 
resurrection of the dead. The 
scarab, a shortening of the scientific 
name for the beetle, was made. of 
Stone or green glass ip such a way 
that, turned On one side, the out- 
line of the insect was revealed, while 
the other -was earved with symbols 
portraying life, death, resurrection 
and immortality. The stone was 
mounted on a gold ring with a wire 
running through so it might be 
turned with either side worn out. 


Bright Hues Were SBavored 

The Egyptians used all the pre- 
tious stones of delightful colors, as 
well as many brightly-hued glasses 
which were ofte® cemented together

in picture designs like the one you 
see at the bottom. The emerald was 
a favorite of Egyptian days, for it 
was much in demand for carving 
and engraving. 

In Coptos, Egypt, are found tools 
evidently used by miners, huge bar- 
rack-like buildings, large enough to 
hold 2,000 people, which were 
probably the homes of slaves who 
worked in the mines. The main 
Sources of emeralds today are Peru 
and Colombia in South America, 
those from Peru being of most value 
and having the most intense color. 
Emeralds in smaller quantities are 
found in New Wales, Siberia, Hin- 
dustan, Norway and North Carolina 
in the United States. 

Fine Stones Sent to Spain. 

Especially tine emeralds are re- 
ferred to as ‘“‘fine old Spanish emer- 
alds’’ even though no emeralds were 
mined in Spain. When Peru’ was 
conquered by Spain an enormous 
quantity of highly prized emeralds 
was brought back to Spain where 
they were distributed among a num- 
ber of families. . 

The emerald is rated next to the 
ruby in value because of its charm- 
ing color, Emeralds are generally 
not large in size, but when a large 
specimen is found, it is rarely with- 
out a flaw. Yet the emerald is the 
only stone in which an imperfec- 
tion does not detract from its value. 

The emerald is one of the softest 
of precious stones and when heated 
to a certain degree will become of 


a blue hue, recovering its natural 
color when cool. If the stone is 
Subjected to an extreme heat, it 


becomes opaque. 
The emerald brings good luck to 
those born in May.
